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FOREWORD 

The  preparation  of  a  Bibliography  of  the  writings  of 
Dr.  William  Henry  Welch  of  The  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, by  Dr.  Walter  C.  Burket  of  the  staff  of  The  Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital,  has  grown  out  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  latter  to  make  a  full  collection  of  everything  which  has 
been  written  or  published  by  Dr.  Welch.  To  search  out 
and  collect  the  numerous  papers  scattered  widely  in  medical 
periodicals,  and  the  more  elaborate  articles  buried  in  other 
medical  works,  has  required  research  and  investigation 
covering  a  period  of  several  years.  The  original  intention 
of  the  author  was  to  prepare  these  scattered  writings  for 
publication  in  such  form  as  to  make  them  accessible  to 
scholars  and  medical  students.  They  are  not  available  now 
in  any  single  library. 

The  outbreak  of  the  present  world-wide  war  has  pre- 
vented carrying  out  this  project.  The  author,  however, 
feels,  and  justly,  that  as  a  tribute  to  the  scholarship  and 
public  services  of  Dr.  Welch  a  Bibliography  at  least  should 
be  published  separately,  so  that  all  may  know  where  the 
papers  were  originally  published  and  their  chronological 
order.  The  wide  range  of  topics  covered  and  the  broad 
views  enunciated  as  to  education  and  general  medical  policy 
will  render  them  acceptable  to  all  physicians  at  the 
present  time.  The  contributions  also  to  more  specialized 
medical  topics  are  of  the  highest  usefulness.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  publication  of  the  collected  papers  will  not 
be  indefinitely  postponed.  Meantime  the  thanks  of  the 
profession  of  medicine  will  be  due  to  Dr.  Burket  for  his 
self-sacrificing  labor  in  the  preparation  of  this  exhaustive 
catalogue  of  titles.
